Farm Demonstration 
The object of the Farmer*’ Co- 
Operative Demonstration Work i* 
to disseminate knowledge of mod­ 
em method* of agriculture thru 
personal contact with the farmer 
and to impren* the lОМОН by se* 
curing hi* co-operat ion in the dem­ 
onstration carried on*by him on hi« 
own farm. Ну thin means it веек* 
to impress the lesson upon the far­ 
mer, and to also establish an ex­ 
ample of the best method of rais­ 
ing the various 
standard 
farm 
crops and of pursuing other farm 
practices before the neighbors and 
general public. 
The demonstrations to be con­ 
ducted with the 
farmers by the 
IOC« 1 agent of the Farmers Co-Op* 
erative Demonstration Work may 
be divided into four classes, as fol­ 
lows : 
1st. 
Ordinary Demonstrations 
—The object of the ordinary dem­ 
onstration is to teach to the tann­ 
er and those who see the demon­ 
stration the best method of pre­ 
paration of the soil, selection о 
seed, planting, cultivating, use о 
fertilizers etc. 
These are simple 
definite things which have 
been 
worked out and which are not ex 
periments. Demonstrations of this 
character have for their purpose 
the convincing of the farmer and 
the securing of his confidence, be 
fore advanced steps in the intro 
duction of other methods are un 
dertaken. 
Such 
demonstrations 
may be with any crop which may 
be of value in that section, and 
^•bjcli is adapted to climate and 
soil. 
______ 
2nd. 
Extended Demonstrations 
—Ну extended demonstrations we 
mean demonstrations undertaken 
after the farmer has been convinc­ 
ed of the value of the method. In 
extended demonstrations he puts 
the principles he has learned into 
practice on a larger part 
of his 
farm, or on that part of the farm 
devoted to the crop in question. 
Where ordinary demonstrations 
range usually 
from 
one to ten 
acres, »extended 
demonstrations 
have been carried on ranging from 
a few acres to two thousand acres 
on a farm. Year by year the dem­ 
onstrator ought to advance step by 
step thus showing progress. 
3rd. 
Special Demonstrations— 
Special 
demonstrations 
should 
have for their object the carrying 
of some particular and important 
information, of an advanced or 
more complicated character than 
the ordinary demonstration. They 
will mainly be devoted to 
such 
things as rotation of crops, diver­ 
sification of crops, the raising of 
feed for stock 
under 
economic 
methods, etc. 
4th. 
Whole Farms as Demon­ 
strations—In a very few instances 
permission will be 
granted 
to 
agents to carry on demonstrations 
which involve the 
entire 
farm 
The object will be to show the ad­ 
vantage of extended methods pur 
sued to the entire crop production 
of the farm, the influence of better 
farm methods as taught by th* 
Farmers' Co-Operative Demonstra 
tion Work and others 011 soil and 
soil building, the 
prevention of 
erosion, the value of liw stock and 
general diversified farming 011 well 
thought out systems. 
The Demonstration Work seeks 
to encourage and to train the ini­ 
tiative, originality and the busi­ 
ness instincts and talents of the 
farmer. 
Crops to be Demonstrated 
1st. Cotton—Cotton, being one 
of the main crops of the south, is 
to be used as a demonstration crop. 
The object is to show better meth­ 
ods of preparation, cultivation and 
seed selection, injurious 
insects, 
etc. 
2nd. 
Corn—Corn is 
used be­ 
cause of the necessity of feed for 
animals and food for the family. 
It is also important as 
forming 
part of a rotation of crops. 
3rd. Small Grains—Any of the 
small grains may be grown either 
for production of grain, for eating, 
for winter cover crops, or in ro­ 
tation for any of these purposes. 
4th. 
Legumes-—This includes 
the raising of cow-peas, 
velvet 
beans, soy beans, peanuts, vetch, 
any of the clovers, and 
alfalfa. 
The object being to encourage the 
rotation and the growing of these 
crops for building of soil fertility. 
They should also be encouraged 
because of their relation to animal 
husbandry. 
5th. 
Grass—For pastures and 
for hay. 
6th. 
Other Forage and 
Feed 
Crops—These include kafiir, milo, 
feterita, and other drouth resist­ 
ing crops. 
7tli. Other Crops—Such as pea­ 
nuts, potatoes, rape, 
chufas, 
or 
'any other crop that seems to adapt 
itself to local conditions,and which 
will supply food for the family aitd 
the farm animals. 
Two of these 
have lately ben introduced 
into 
this section viz, Sudan and Sweet 
Clover. 
In all southern 
territory 
the 


main object should be to introduce sides the cost of suit foreclosure,

Now. therefore, notice is hereby

The Function of the Special Agent 
The Department of Agriculture, 
the state agents, and .the 
local 
agents and A. & M. College have 
for their purpose the one and only 
aim; the helping of the southern 
farmer to better his condition in 
evefv way possible. 
This is to be accomplished thru 
the local agent largely, assisted by 
the press and other worthy insti­ 
tutions. 
Remember we are not supposed 
to know it all. it takes experts who 
devote their entire lives to the in­ 
vestigation of particular subjects 
to know' the facts of science rela­ 
tive to the different branches of 
agriculture. 
It is the business of 
the demonstration agent to utilize 
this information ami these men for 
the benefit of the farmers.
